SCHOLARS’ BOWL WINNERS 

Calhoun State Community College participated in the annual Univer¬ 
sity of Alabama (Birmingham) Junior College Scholars’ Bowl Tourna¬ 
ment. The Calhoun Scholars’ Bowl Team competed against fourteen 
other junior colleges in the state and in their seven team division placed 
first. The Calhoun squad was first in the overall standings as well. 

Brewer State Junior College from Fayette, Alabama and Calhoun 
State, the two division winners in the round robin tournament, played 
for the state junior college championship in front of approximately a 
hundred observers and dignitaries. Calhoun defeated Brewer by a score 
of 225 to 130 and thereby ended the day’s competition with a perfect 
seven win no loss record. Calhoun’s championship victory lowered 
Brewer’s overall record to five wins and two losses.

The Annual Convention of the Alabama Junior 
and Community College Association met on April 
15-16, 1982, at the Birmingham Hilton and the 
Medical Center Holiday Inn hotels in Birmingham. 
Approximately 750 faculty, administrators, and 
staff employees of the state s two-year junior and 
community colleges attended the various sessi ons. 

The Keynote Address on Thursday was given by 
Dr. Harold “Bud” Hodgkinson, President of the Na¬ 
tional Training Laboratories, Arlington, Virginia. 
Dr. Hodgkinson informed and entertained par- 
ticipants with his own brand of critical analysis of 
the future of higher education in America. Relying 
on numerous clever charts, he made projections 
relative to the impact that population growth and 
migration will have on educational systems within 
our country. In addition, Dr. Hodgkinson reminded 
the educators present that the two-year college 
system has been most responsive to the needs for 
education expressed through business and industry, 
health agencies, and groups of adults with interests 
in leisure studies and continuing education. He laud¬ 
ed American education for having maintained its 
close relationship with local government and the 
needs of communities. Hodgkinson called for two- 
year colleges to continue to develop creative means 

tor meeting educational priorities in the face of con¬ 
tinuing tight resources.

Gadsden State Junior College Foreign Student Advisor Joyce 
Nelson was the only representative from Alabama and one of 25 from 
throughout the nation to travel to Germany to receive an award under 
the 1981-82 Fulbright Commission. 

The 25 U.S. recipients were nominated from hundreds of candidates 
reviewed by the Council for International Exchange of Scholars in 
Washington, D.C. In selecting candidates, qualifications are con¬ 
sidered in relation to the needs and interests of the institutions with 
which candidates wish to be affiliated.

The nursing program at George C. Wallace State Community 
College has received full initial national accreditation by the Na¬ 
tional League for Nursing. 

Charles L. Byrd, college president, said the notification of ac¬ 
creditation from the officially recognized national accrediting 
agency for nursing education ‘‘proves that our nursing program 
is on par—equal to or better than—with any nursing program in 
the nation.” 

The accreditation announcement followed an on-site survey 
visit by personnel of the Council of Associate Degree Programs 
of the National League for Nursing in October of 1981, which 
followed an in-depth self-study submitted by the school.

LBW Begins Four Day Work Week 

Lurleen B. Wallace State Junior College in Andalusia began a four 
day work week on Monday, Oct. 4. 

In announcing the new work week, LBW President Dr. W. H. 
McWhorter said “all employees report for work at 7:30 a.m. and work 
until 5:30 p.m. Monday through Thursday. However, the maintance 
crew still works five days a week/’ 

McWhorter estimates the four day work week will save approximate¬ 
ly 15 percent in transportation and operational costs for the year 
without reducing educational programs. Under the new plan, Dr, 
McWhorter said, “students will actually spend more time in the 
classroom. “ 

The schedule change means that LBW students will be in class 65 
minutes instead of the normal 50 minutes. Day classes begin at 8 a.m, 
and ends at 3:20 p.m. Evening classes run from 5:30-10:00 p.m. Mon¬ 
day through Thursday.
